Mr. Miller's Farm Strangely Disappearing, 


The farm of John H. Miller, who Iive9 


eighteen miles southeast of Sedalia, Mo., 
is slowly being swallowed np in what 
seems to be a huge river flowing beneath 
the surface of the earth. The phenome- 
non was observed first Saturday, when 
Mr. Miller's family heard a rambling 
noise in the orchard. Investigation re- 
pealed a hole in the ground about six 
feet in diameter and several feet deep, 
with water at the bottom. The rum- 
blings continued, and the hole has been 
constantly enlarging since that time. 


P. P. Clayton visited the spot and 


made a thorough investigation of what 
he terms the most wonderful thing he 
has ever seen. He reports that the cav- 
ity is nearly circular in form, sixteen 
feet in diameter at the top and tapering 
to ten feet at the water line, which is 
twenty-six feet from the surface. The 
water is twenty-five feet deep and seems 
to be a flowing river, a_s sticks thrown 
into it are carried rapidly away by the 
current. The opening is in prairie land, 
not near any spring or body of water. 
Several years ago a farmer in that im- 
mediate neighborhood was driving a 
well, when the tools became detached 
and lost, but it was thought to be mere- 
ly a pocket, and no attention was paid 
to it. 


The cavity is gradually enlarging, and 


as Mr, Miller's residence is only sixty 
feet distant he is greatly alarmed for the 
safety of his home and family'.—Cor. 
Chicago Herald, 


Future of Terra del Faege, 


The notions of Terra del Fuego which 


prevailed ten years ago have been Com- 
pletely upset by recent explorations. 
The latest travelers there are Messrs. 
Bonsson and Willems, who have re- 
turned to France from their scientific 
mission in Terra del Fuego. These ex- 
plorers believe the northern part of the 
island can be turned to good account, 
and that the day is not far distant when 
large herds and flocks will be raised upon 
ranches established all along the river 
valleys. A large district north of the 
Straits of Magellan, in Patagonia, which 
was wholly unoccupied twelve years ago, 
is now full of little farms devoted to 
raising sheep and cattle. 


The owners have prospered so well 


that the territory they occupy bas be- 
come too crowded. It is impossible to 
extend this business further north, and 
the farmers will therefore be compelled 
to turn to Terra del Fuego, which will 
receive the overflow from Patagonia. On 
Dawson Island, near the northwest coast 
of Terra del Fuego, Jesuit fathers are 
now engaged in stools raising, and for 
two years or so a fine ranch has been 
established on the northern coast of 
Terra del Fuego, where there are today 
about 20,000 sheep and 6,000 cattle. The 
English have been the first to establish 
themselves in this territory. 
Stock- 


raisers are now reaping a profit of 50 
per cent, per annum. The explorers say 
the availability of the island for stock 
raising has been amply proven, and 
there is now no doubt that a prosperous 
future is before it.—Chicago Times.

winch assembled at Clevfiland yesterday, 
was one of (he largest political conven- 
tions ever held in the State. Jnmes E. 
Campbell, the present incumbent, was 
Dominated on tho first ballot by a vote nl 
508 out of 700. 
The opposition to 


Campbell was from Hamilton county, iu 
which the city of Cincinnati is situated, 
though he was placed in nomination by 
General Ryan, 
a delegate from thnt 


county. It grew out of the action of 
the Governor in opposing the schemes of 
a ring in that city, and it is aided and 
abetted by John ij. McLean of the Ciu 
cinnati enquirer, who is said to aspire to 
a seat in the United States Senate. It is 
conceded by Republicans as welt as 
Democrats that the administration of 
Governor Campbell has been able, honest 
and incorruptible, and though he may 
be opposed by rings antl bosses in Cin- 
cinnati ha will receive the votes of many 
Republican farmers, but if money can 
defeat him he will not bo elected, as the 
"fat will be fried" unsparingly out of 
monopolists in all parts of the Union to 
prevent his election. 


ID 1889 Campbell was elected Gover- 


nor of Ohio by a plurality of 10,070 over 
Forakor, the total vote being 742,187, of 
which Helwig, Prohibitionist, received 
20,504 votes. 


The platform sxppproves the action of 


the Legislature in adopting the Austral- 
ian ballot system, opposes class legisla- 
tion, favors a tariff for the support of the 
Government economically administered, 
and a graded income tax. 


The financial plank denounces the de- 


monitizatiou of silver in 1873 by the 
party then and now in power as an in- 
iquitous alteration of the money standard 
in favor of creditois and against debtors, 
taxpayers and producers, which by shut- 
ting off one source of supply of primary 
money operates continually to increase 
the value of gold, depress prices, hamper 
industry, and discourage enterprise, and 
demands the reinstatement of the consti- 
tutional standard of both gold anc 
silver, with free aud unlimited oolong 
of both metals. 


The Convention nominated lor Gover 


nor a man, who, by honesty and ecouomj 
in the administration of his office, ha 
proved himself worth of the support o 
every taxpayer in the State, and place 
him upon a platform which every hones 
man, who believes that government 
should be conducted for the greates 
good of the greatest number, will heart 
ily endorsB, and cordially approve.

tached to tho Bird, and When They

In a gilded cage in tho top flat of a 


big house in East Sixteenth street is a 
little ball of yellow feathers that is cared 
for as tenderly as any baby in the land. 
It is only a very tiny canary bird, with 
the unpretentious name of Dick, but in 
spite of its size and its name it is the 
master of tv great wealth of music.
